A Tribute—On January 4, Mrs. L. M. 
Ware died at the age of 62, after a 
lingering illness. Among the survivors 
in her immediate family are four Au- 
burn alumni: her husband, Prof. L. M. 
Ware ’17; her son, Lamar Ware, Jr., 
45; and her two daughters, Mrs. Betty 
Ware Goode °48, and Mrs. Jenetta Ware 
Pickens ’53. In a very real sense, Mrs. 
Ware had another family in which Au- 
burn alumni number in the many 
hundreds: for 25 years she operated 
Garden Courts Apartments, which 
houses 70 students quarterly; for her 
(and for Professor Ware) Garden

The alumnus is Alvin A. Biggio, ’26 
—better known to many as Mr. Al—, 
vice president of Liberty National Life 
Insurance Company. A portion of the 
headline on the offending ‘article reads 
thus: “Wall Of Hot Cell For Georgia 
Tech Atomic Reactor Leaves Local 
Plant.” 

Mr. Al isn’t angry that Georgia Tech 
is entering the field of nuclear research, 
or that the University of Alabama is 
doing the same. But he is upset that they 
are moving ahead while Auburn’s plans 
to establish the most comprehensive nu-« 
clear research and teaching program on 
any campus in the nation are log- 
jammed by a lack of funds—by the 
need to raise quickly less than $272,000 
out of a total of $2,594,000. To get that 
$272,000 requires an average of only 
$10 per man from alumni that have not 
already contributed. 

What Mr. Al wants to know is sim« 
ply this: “Is.there not enough pride in 
Auburn in,the hearts of her alumni to 
do this job right now?” And he believes 
that the answer is an unqualified YES, 
The specific point of his pre-Christmas 
memorandum was that Auburn alumni 
will do the job if they are told with- 
out equivocation: “Alabama is building

A few statistics from the Physics De- 
partment’s records of the past decade 
indicate the desirability and feasibility 
of establishing a doctoral program here. 
During the past ten years 154 Auburn 
students have earned a B.S. in physics 
and engineering physics. Fifty of them 
have earned Ph.D.’s in physics, most of 
them at institutions outside the State. 
Twenty-six of them are now teaching 
in colleges and universities, mainly in 
the Southeast. Fourteen recent students 
are now working for Ph.D.’s in physics 
at Other institutions throughout the na- 
tion.
